Clubs Urged To Join Campaign 


Ever since the stamp to honor the “Youth of America” was 
announced many persons have been very much in the dark about 
the significance of the stamp and its appropriateness. The stamp 
does have a real significance in that it calls attention to a vital 
campaign which will be launched throughout the United States 
during the entire month of September, and which is intended to 
direct the efforts of citizens to making this country a better place 
for its youngsters.:In the opinion of many persons who have spent 
years directing youngsters and teen agers in study and play there 
is no more appropriate time than® ——— 





now to begin the task of redeem- 
ing neglected children back to the 
ranks of wanted and respected 
future citizens. 

In every community of this na- 
tion there are children who are 
being left to grow up by disin- 
terested parents, and who _ be- 
cause of this fact Will sooner or 
later become problems to be 
handled by the policing authori- 
ties. 
warming interest of some grown 
person, and feeling generally as 
if they are a burden to all whom 
they meet, will sooner or later 
resent this seeming attitude on 
the part of society and become 
an enemy of it. 

Certainly, it will be easy to 
place the blame for the neglect 
of

Every five minutes some-young 
person—boy or girl—is arrested 
in this country on a charge ser- 
ious enough to warrant finger- 
printing of the offendér. The’ De- 
partment of Justice facing this 
growing problem some time ago 
called together in Washington 
the country’s leading juvenile 
jurists, police officials, church and 
school representatives, social wel- 
faie workers and experts in child 
psychology. 

This group organized 
National Conference on the Pre- 
vention and Control of Juvenile 
Delinquency. After careful study 
and research, the Conference pub- 
lished certain conclusions as 
the causes of—and 
cures for—juvenile delinquency. 

Similar conferences are now be- 
ing organized on the community | 
level in 1500 cities and towns of | 
America. It is the problem of | 
these local groups to investigate | 
conditions, apply the principles of | 
the National Conference, and 
recommend local action to be tak- 
en. 

It is mostly at the local level 
that those of the stamp collecting 
fraternity can join the campaign— 
either through their clubs, or as 
an individual working on a civic 
committee. 

There have been all too few 
clubs which have become inter- 
ested in the Juniors. And of those 
which do have a Junior program,

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Juvenile delinquency is one of the most serious problems facing the 
nation today. Every five minutes, some young man of woman is ar- 
rested for an offense serious enough to warrant fingerprinting. Fortu- 
nately, the National Conference on Juvenile Delinquency, sponsored 
by Attorney General Clark, has devoted time and effort to a study of 
the problem and to practical suggestions for its cure. 














Unlike some problems which af-¢ 
fect the nation as a whole, this 
is one which individual communi- 
ties can solve through concerted, 
local effort within their own bor- 
ders. No national program can solve 
the problem; but citizens, cooperat- 
ing with the national drive, can find 
immediate ways to improve con- 
ditions locally. 

The month of September has been 
set aside as “Youth Month—A Sa- 
lute to Young America.” News- 
papers, the motion picture industry 
and the radio are all cooperating 
to bring forth the facts of the is- 
sue. September therefore becomes 
not so much a period in which we 
pay tribute to the accomplishments 
of our youth, but a month in which 
we examine carefully youth’s prob- 
lems and begin to better conditions 
which have been too long ignored. 

The National Conference Reports 
are complete. They tell the story of 
family failure, school failure, and 
church failure. They show the ef-

fect of bad housing, of changing 
habits and shifting ethics from one 
generation to another. Ali of these 
things contribute to frustrated and 
rebellious youths. 

For too long a time we have 
shrugged at the growing problem 
of delinquency. It has been easy 
to blame it on the_movies or the 
radio or comic strips—on anything 
but ourselves. Now we know that 
careful study reveals the basic 
problem rests on our homes and our 
institutions. It is up to us to admit 
the responsibility as well as the 
problem, 

There are cures for juvenile de- 
linquency. It’s up to us to apply 
them, The challenge stands clear. 
It’s up to us to meet it. Youth 
Month can represent thirty days of 
progress toward a better generation 
of Americans; there can be no fin- 
er cause in which all of us can 
join hands.

Unusual Posimaster’s 
Cachet Is Offered 


Philatelists desiring something 
new and different in the way of a 
cachet will be interested in the 
very unique cachet provided by 
the Postmaster at Fallen Leaf, 
California, to be affixed to covers 
on September 22nd, the First Day 
of Autumn. 


The legend of “Fallen Leaf” 
concerns an Indian who was an- 
noyed by the Evil Spirit. In his 
trouble, the Good Spirit came to 
his aid and, giving him a leafy 
branch, which had certain magic 
qualities, assured him that a bit 
of the branch dropped on the 
ground would promptly cause wa- 
ter to spring up and thus ward 
off the Evil One. Once, at the cp- 
proach of his enemy, in terror he 
snapped off nearly the whole 
branch and soon “Tahoe” Big 
Water arose. Shortly, thereafter, 
he again observed his enemy in 
the distance but only one little 
twig with a single leaf remained. 
Plucking the leaf, he threw it 
down. As it touched the earth the 
waters began to rise and “Dool- 
agoga’—Fallen Leaf sprang into 
being and on its surface floated 
the little leaf, as many leaves now 
float into the water in the fall 
of the year. 


Miss Harriet Price Craven, 
Postmaster of this little fourth- 
class postoffice in the Lake Tahoe 
country of California has created 


a cachet which features a leaf 
printed in brown ink with the 
words, “Fallen Leaf, California” 
on the face of the leaf and “First 
Day of Fall” beneath the leat

Let's Talk About Plate Numbers 


Of all special forms of collecting United States stamps, 
it seems that Plate Number collecting has come to the fore 
as the leader in collector interest. There are many different 
Ways in which one can indulge in plate number collecting 
and still be countéd among the e- 
lite. The rabid fan however has a 
tremendously big job ahead of him 
and has the satisfaction of know- 
ing that he will always have plenty 
old material to hunt for as well as 
an ample supply of new material 
to pick up. One can cut down on 
the volume in various ways and 
still get a big kick out of plate 
numbers. On August 7th, we had a 
visitor from New York .The gentle- 
man being Mr. Emanuel Strauss, 
known best perhaps as Mr. Post- 

: age Stamp under which name he 
GEO. LINN has conducted a successful stamp 
business for years past and has in recent years devoted his 
energies almost wholly to the plate number field, until to- 
day he is one of the best posted men in this line, has a splen- 
did stock of his own and has laid plans for development that 
will interest all who are interested in plate numbers. 

Mr. Strauss made a trip to Sidney to discuss his plans 
with us and having known in advance of the things that were 
to be talked about, we were prepared to go over matters 
thoroughly and quickly and as a result we are able to an- 
nounce that starting with this issue, Mr. Strauss will edit a 
column on Plate Numbers. The first column is merely intro- 
ductory. In the future Mr. Strauss is going to try to inform 
collectors as to the true worth of plate numbers. So much 
has been printed in seme papers with tentative offers and 
prices for plate numbers, that is so misleading that it is 
time collectors were given facts. Often one position is worth 
much more than another and Mr. Strauss is going, to list and 
quote values as a guide to the collector. At a later date Mr. 
Strauss hopes to produce a complete priced catalog of plate 
nunibers, each of the different positions will be priced so that 
one may have all the facts. This will naturally be a big job and 
may be done by issuing only a catalogue of the commemora- 
tives in the first place. If this meets with popular approval 
then other issues can and will be covered. It will be a big 
task worthy of the best efforts of real plate number enthusi- 
asts and we believe that the readers of Linn’s Weekly will 
be pleased with the stand we are taking as regards plate 
numbers and the column that we will print. 

As a further development in the plate number line, Mr. 
Strauss plans to hold exclusive auction sales of plate numbers. 
The first of these sales will be offered in the September 20 
issue of this paper, about four full pages of plate numbers. 
will be listed and offered at auction. These will be 
listed as to positions so that the collector can buy just 
the one he needs to fill his set. An added feature will be 
that you can bid in odd cents on any piece under 50c. This 
is necessary in a sale of this nature as there will be many 
recent blocks which have a value of 25c or even less and thus 
bids of 16c, 19c, 22c etc. will be accepted up to 50c. 

Through our new column on Plate Numbers and through 
the auctions that will be conducted by Mr. Postage Stamp, 
we believe Linn’s will become the shrine of Plate Number 
collectors. Watch for this column and if interested in in- 
formation about plate numbers, direct your communication 
to Mr. Strauss and not to our offices.

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Post Office Reflects 
Growth Of Syracuse 


The establishment of a post- 
office has been the deciding factor 
in naming many towns in this 
country. The first settlement of 
what is today the city of Syracuse, 
N. Y. was for a time called after 
its first settler, Webster’s Land- 
ing. From 1796 to 1809 it was 
known -as Bogardus’ Corners af- 
ter the inn run by a man of that 
name. During the next decade the 
little settlement became succes- 
sively Milan, South Salina, and 
Cossit’s Corners. 

At the time when the grant of 
a postoffice was offered by the 
federal government in 1820, most 
people were in favor of naming 
the place Corinth, but then it 
was discovered another postoffice 
already existed in the state with 
that name. So a committee was 
appointed to select a new name. 
A young lawyer by the name of 
John Wilkinson suggested the 
name Syracuse after having read 
an Oxford prize poem with that 
title. A study of the ancient city 
in Sicily by that name revealed 
that it too had had springs lo- 
cated nearby. 

The growth of the city of Syra- 
cuse was due directly to its salt 
industry. Taxes on salt paid 
for the building of the Erie Can- 
al. Today salt is no longer a 
commercial factor in Syracuse ex- 
cept for the brine pumped from 
below the city to be utilized by 
the Solvay Process Co. in the 
manufacturing of soda-ash. But 
that business kept the city alive 
until the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century when other busi- 
nesses came in. Here was invent- 
ed the air-cooled engine, for in- 
stance, and this by a descendent 
of the first postmaster John Wilk- 
inson. 

When John Wilkinson took 
charge of the Syracuse Post Of- 
fice on Feb. 24, 1820 he kept an 
account book and it is on record 
that for the first three months the 
little settlement of 200 people 
bought only $10 worth of services. 
Today the city has a population 
of about 240,000 and the postal 
receipts for last year amounted 
to $2,886,375. Six hundred em- 
ployees were working for the 
Syracuse Post Office, three times 
as many people as had formerly 
consituted the original hamlet 
which now is Syracuse. 82,718,028 
pieces of first class mail were 
cancelled in 1947 besides numer- 
ous other pieces belonging to the 
other classes. The present post- 
master is Mr. Myron Parkinson. 
In connection with the centen- 
nial celebration being held in 
Syracuse this year, the postoffice 
has used a special slug for cancel- 
ling letters. Furthermore, the lo- 
cal stamp club issued a_ cachet 
on its part. Finally, Mr. Nicholas 
Korb, who engaged in the sheet 
metal business in the city for 
half a century, had made up a 
set of five encased postage stamps 
with his advertisement on the 
back and the five Roosevelt 
stamps inside. The set may be ob- 
tained by contributing three dol- 
lars to the Boystown at Nagasaki, 
Japan run by the Franciscan Fa- 
thers. The one in charge of this 
is Rev. Cosmas Korb St. Francis 
Seminary Staten Island, N. Y.

Fine New Column 
On Plate Blocks Will 


Start This Issue 


With this edition of Linn’s Week- 
ly Stamp News, readers are going 
to meet another outstanding per- 
sonality in the philatelic fold. 
They will find him writing the 
new column, “The Plate Blocker,” 
and his name is Emanuel Strauss 

Mr. Strauss has for many years 

made a specialty of studying, 
handling and compiling statistics 
on the plate numbers for United 
States stamps, and in his column 
this experience will be trans- 
lated into periodic interesting re- 
views. 
Plate block collecting has had an 
unusual number of converts with- 
in the past three years, and it is 
safe to assume that at least 90 
per cent of all United States en- 
thusiasts add a plate number or 
two to their albums with each 
new issue. Of course not nearly 
this percentage are dyed-in-the- 
wool plate number fans who e- 
vote their energies almost exclu- 
sively to this branch of the hobby, 
but nearly all collectors are inter- 
ested in it. 

In order to meet this interest, 
which Linn’s feels is a great one, 
the column by Mr. Strauss will 
be offered to our readers at dif- 
ferent times. As for Mr. Strauss’ 
background in the plate number 
field, readers will recognize him 
as the Mr. Postage Stamp who has 
specialized in the sale of plate 
number blocks in the pages of 
Linn’s for a number of months 

Under his dealing name of Mr. 
Postage Stamp, Mr. Strauss carries 
a tremendous stock of plate num- 
ber blocks which go back into the 
19th Century. His observations 
and writings will be based on the 
statistics and other cumulative 
data which he will gather from 
the adding to or disposal of his 
stock,

This will without any 
doubt eventually become the Bib- 
le of the Plate Block field. 

To aid us in this respect we 
have an inexhaustive well of in- 
formation to tap. Furthermore we 
are evolving a plan whereby at 
the end of the year a catalog will 
be created for Plate Blocks and 
the host of information that will 
be contained in this column will 
be condensed into such a catalog 
affording you the opportunity, at 
long last, to possess an accurate 
check list for your Plate Blocks 
and at the same time be able to 
place a true valuation on the dif- 
ferent Plate Blocks that you own. 
This feature will give you the 
chance to buy. sell and trade 
your Plate Blocks on an equitable 
basis. 

You will enjoy the manner 
which this column brings forth 
and points out the values of the 
various positions of Plate Num- 
bers and this columnist wants 
you all to bear in mind that your 
individual opinions will be whole- 
heartedly looked forward to. Any 
questions or suggestions will be 
immediately answered and this 
can be speedily expedited if you- 
enclose with your letters a self- 
addressed and stamped envelope. 
And so, on with the column and 
I do hope you will like it. 

What are Plate Number Blocks? 
My description may be a little 
drawn out but as long as this is 
my introductory column I might 
as well enlarge on the subject. 
Plate Blocks are the happy med- 
ium between the*single stamps, 
the plain blocks and the full 
sheets. Of these four popular 
forms of collecting U. S. stamps 
the Plate No. Block, is by far, 
the most difficult to obtain. 

Just merely to test my state- 
ment go to any Local P. O. and 
request, first, a single stamp of 
any issue, which is current. You 
will immediately have your de- 
sire fulfilled. Second, ask for a 
plain block and you will get the 
same result. Third, ask for a full 
sheet of stamps and in many 
instances the clerk will actually 
beam all over you, but fourth, 
ask him (even timidly) for the 
Plate No. Block out of the sheet 
and then run for the nearest exit 
for as the majority of you will

you down. WHY? Simply bécause 
tl. first three requests adhered 
to the rules and _ regulations, 
whereas the fourth (The Plate No. 
Block) is strictly taboo in the de- 
partment. 

You may be irked by this sit- 
uation but, in truth, it is only fair 
to all concerned. To clarify this 
annoying point, place yourself in 
that clerk’s position, and when 
at the end of the day you see how 
difficult it is for you to tally your 
stock if every sheet is broken, 
for the benefit of Plate Block 
seekers, then you will understand 
the clerks plight. Therefore we, 
in turn, must be considerate. Of 
course a clerk can set aside the 
the Plate Block from a sheet of 
stamps after the balance of the 
sheet is sold. The P. O. Dept. 
recognives this situation and has 
issued warnings to its employees 
to adhere strictly to the’ regula- 
tions. 

WHAT DO WE HAVE HERE? 
For one moment let us make ‘be- 
lieve that we are playing a game 
of baseball. A batter hitting the 
ball safely does one of four things. 
Either he hits a single, a double, 
a triple or a home run. Baseball 
records through the years have 
proven that the single base hit 
is the most common followed by 
the two base hit and then the 
home run. Yes it is far easier to 
hit a home run than a three base 
hit which stands last among the 
four types of safeties in baseball. 

We have the exact identical sit- 
uation in collecting U. S. stamps. 
To acquire a single stamp of an 
issue is the same as the one base 
hit in baseball. A plain block is 
equivalent to the two ‘base hit. 
The powerful homerun is synon- 
omous to the full sheet of stamps 
and of course the plate block is 
the three base hit, the most diffi- 
cult to obtain. This time of the 
year is torrid enough with pen- 
nant races and the big series, not 
to mention the small ones, and I 
am not out to bore you with base- 
ball statistics. I do think, tho, 
my comparisons should help to} 
drive home the pertinent fact that 
Plate blocks are the most diffi- 
cult to obtain in all the forms of 
collecting U. S. stamps. 

Before I define the plate num- 
ber block, any further, it may be 
wise to state here that a block 
is any group of stamps contain- 
ing two or more stamps unat- 
tached. Therefore the same rule | 
applies to the plate number block 
which is any group of two or 
more stamps but with an accom- 
panying margin which contains 
the plate number. Our specialty 
has been confronted with two 
types of printing stamps. One: 
The flat plate and Two: The Ro- 
tary Press. Stamps produced by 
our Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing have always been dis- 
patched to the various Post Of 
fices in convenient retail form 
such as sheets of one hundred- 
seventy-fifty-coils-booklets - ete. 
Outside of the coils and booklets 
every sheet of stamps has a plate

number. 
There are rare instances such | 
as the Cipex souvenir sheet where 
no plate number appears. This 
point and the coils and booklets 
will be covered in a later install- 
ment. In the interim the conven- 
tional and universally accepted 
mannerism in which plate num- 
ber blocks are collected is as fol- 
lows:- 

Flat Plate: In blocks of (6) 2 
high - 3 wide for the top and bot- 
tom plates whereby the plate 
number is centered in the at- 
tached margin and 3 high x 2 
wide for left or right side mar- 
ginal plate number blocks again 
the plate number is centered in 
the attached margin. Here there 
are a few varieties in collecting 
conventionally such as the Norse- 
American series—Columbus _is- 
sue, but these will be covered lat- 
er on. 

Again prior to the popularity of 
plate number collecting certain 
individuals were cognizant of the 
value of the numbers and in their 
own right collected per num- 
bers im strips 1 high 3 across, or 
3 ‘high 1 wide, to conform with 
the position of the plate number. 
This was the early form of plate 
number collecting and is recog- 
nized in Scott's as plate number 
strips of three or imprint strips 
with: plate numbers. By imprint 
we mean the signature of the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing. 
With the coming of the Rotary 
press a simpler and more concise 


arrived. There were three forms 
of placing plate numbers on the 
Rotary Press plates. In 1919 the 
same position was used as its pre- 
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decessor, the flat plate; two, the 
experimental electric eye press 
where the plate number was plac- 
ed opposite the third row of 
stamps either from the top or 
bottom, and third, the common 
and most popular position which 
is known to us all. The plate 
number is located in any one 
of the four corners of the sheet. 
Our discussion remains with this

Grand Award Ai SPA 
Exhibition Is Tops 


J. G. Fleckenstein, who donat- 
ed the Grand Award for the 54th 
Annual S.P.A. Show, is a member 
of the Michigan Stamp Club and 
a collector of the first water. At 
the recent Congress show in De- 
troit, he put up one frame to 
show to large imperf panes of the 
lc U. S. of 1851—plate no, 1, the 
right and left panes.

Mr. Fleckenstein has been an 
exhibitor in some of the finest 
shows in the country and has won 
his share of trophies. It probably 
was with the thought of bigger 
and better trophies that Mr. 
Fleckenstein donated this fine 
work of art—a winged mercury 
figure standing 21” in height for 
the S.P.A. Convention. No finer 
trophy has been offered in years, 
and the winner of the Grand A- 
ward in Detroit will carry home 
an unusually valuable one. 

Prospectus for the exhibition 
can be obtained from Henry 
Gates, General Chairman of the 
Michigan Stamp Club Committee, 
host of the 54th Annual Conven- 
tion and Exhibit. 

Mr. Vincent Domanski, Jr., re-

To 
insure prompt shipment, mail or- 
ders to the Agency should include 
no other stamp issues. The Phila- 
telic Agency does not service 
first-day covers.
